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The Province of Architecture 


WITHOUT doubt it is right that architects, like any other 
profession, should from time to time patrol the boundaries 
of their province. They are entitled to see that their 
frontiers are in good shape, respected by their neighbours 
and free from encroachment or threat. The need to pre- 
serve intact the territory of one’s profession is of special 
importance today, when other people’s techniques and 
activities can change their shape so rapidly. Consequently 
the idea lying behind the RIBA’s recent statement on 
‘Competition by Tender,’ whose full text we published 
in our issue of September 16, appears to have been entirely 
legitimate. The RIBA Council found itself worried by 
what it took to be a growing tendency on the part of local 
authorities to dispose of important local sites by inviting 
prospective purchasers to submit in competition with one 
another their bids together with their designs for how 
the land should be developed. This process the RIBA 
evidently construed as derogating from the function and 
opportunity of the architect and as being a wrongful dele- 
gation of the planning function ‘ to developers interested 
primarily in their own financial returns.’ The statement 
did not go on to say what primary interest the developers 
should substitute for their own. But it propounded alter- 
native methods by which, whether by architectural com- 
petition or otherwise, the initiative should be handed to 
the architect to design what is required before any de- 
veloper be allowed to enter the picture. 

Such a ready-made dominance over the other parties 
involved in a development would at first sight possess 


natural attractions for the architect—provided that it did 
not impair the chance of having his design carried out 
in the end—and it should be said at once that any step 
must always be welcome if it can increase the architect’s 
opportunities or enhance his prestige. But it must sin- 
cerely be asked whether this RIBA statement will have 
that effect, whether it improves the prospect of good civic 
developments, and whether the profession of architect is 
really helped by claiming to supplant by a master-decision 
the bids of competing developers. The statement is at 
some pains to ensure that the development should be 
designed irrevocably by an architect before any steps are 
taken to seek developers willing to invest their money in 
carrying it out. Thus adoption of the method would effec- 
tively rule out the play and interplay of one prospective 
developer’s ideas against another’s in a free market. The 
tenders that developers would be invited to submit after 
the scheme had been designed would only be to acquire 
the right and duty to carry out someone else’s scheme for 
themselves at their own risk. 

Such a system would clearly inhibit the natural initiative 
of developers, on which the whole creation of land values 
and the whole operation of redevelopment ultimately 
depends. And if there is one thing whose resurgence has 
been welcome to architects and whose health architects 
should wish to promote by all means within their power 
it is the initiative of a wide variety of developers. De- 
velopers supporting the system of ‘ competition by tender ’ 
which the RIBA condemns are certainly likely to employ

a greater number and variety of architects than would 
find paid work under the RIBA’s alternative proposals, 
and this in itself could bring more character and variety 
to our towns. Local authorities have shown themselves 
proof against temptations to accept highest bids at the 
cost of good planning, and of course the temptation to 
pursue profit at the cost of art could be as operative, or 
as remote, under one procedure as under the other. 
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The system of competition by tender, if that is now 
to be its name, has been patronised by leading local autho- 
rities, by distinguished architects and by highly reputable 
investors. It has some substantial successes to its credit. 
No doubt as a system it is far from perfect, and needs 
developing and improving as time goes on. But it is a 
system which may help rather than hinder the architect 
and it would be a pity to strangle it so soon after birth. 


Architects in the Commonwealth 


AN INDEPENDENT NIGERIA has just been welcomed into 
the Commonwealth as its fourth largest member. In 
descriptions of the country on Independence Day, promin- 
ence was given to its fine new buildings, almost all the 
work of architects from Britain with a small, but growing 
number of Nigerian colleagues. It has been a most 
appropriate time in Commonwealth history for representa- 
tive architects to meet to discuss common problems. 

The report of the Conference, of which details are given 
elsewhere, shows a considerable measure of agreement 
on important professional issues like registration and 
education. The idea of a permanent body for Common- 
wealth co-operation was well received. If the constituent 
societies overseas and in Britain to whom the recom- 
mendation is being referred agree, there will be a prepara- 
tory conference in London in 1962 to set the seal on a 
permanent organisation for consultation among Common- 
wealth architects through periodic conference. 

The RIBA’s initiative in causing Commonwealth archi- 
tectural relations to be reviewed at this point in history 
is to be commended. As senior partner among Common- 
wealth institutes and societies, the RIBA has up to now 
assumed responsibility for matters of professional policy

in the Commonwealth which are not the direct concern 
of a particular local institute. If the Commonwealth as a 
free association of independent and equal partners is to 
be a reality, British architects—like the United Kingdom 
Government in the wider field of political and economic 
affairs, a matter also discussed last week by a Select 
Committee on Estimates—must avoid any suspicion of 
trying to run the affairs of other Commonwealth coun- 
tries, especially of the new independent members. 

This will not be easy. Government and the public in 
the emergent countries are only beginning to understand 
what an architect does. As the RIBA conference agreed, 
much has to be done to foster such understanding. Yet 
because there are so few local men greater use of archi- 
tectural services would in the near future largely benefit 
men from overseas. Again, professional service is a new 
and only partly accepted concept. (Active promotion by 
contractors and suppliers of prefabricated structures or 
all-in services does not make the value of an independent 
professional man any easier to understand.) But, as archi- 
tects from Britain still run the larger private practices 
and fill many senior public posts, issues like registration 
and codes of professional conduct appear to have the 
objective of strengthening their position as they may do 
initially. 

In the first flush of independence, the demands on the 
professional loyalty of the young local-born architect are 
great. Unless senior colleagues are understanding, there 
is a risk of a split in the profession—as happened in 
Singapore—and a consequent deterioration of educational 
and professional standards. Isolated action by the RIBA 
might appear partisan and not be well received, yet to 
stand aside may mean a serious setback to architecture. 
A permanent Commonwealth organisation would be in a 
better place to intervene and help raise standards. 

The recent Commonwealth meeting paid special atten- 
tion to architectural education in the developing countries. 
Support was given to the idea of a Commonwealth 
Educational Committee. Though the dangers of diluting 
the profession were appreciated, it was agreed that some 
architectural training, however modest, is better than 
none. The older Commonwealth countries need to co- 
operate closer than they do at present in helping their 
younger fellows expand and improve facilities for archi- 
tectural education. There are three ways in particular 
where help is needed: first, to ensure that in schemes 
like the Colombo Plan governments give proper weight 
to the training of architects—also of builders; second, to 
make even greater provision in their schools for overseas 
students; and third, to encourage experienced teachers to 
go overseas to the schools of architecture and building 
now opening up. 

Among other points of agreement the Commonwealth 
Architects’ meeting accepted the need to improve the flow 
of information between Commonwealth countries. It 
proposed that this would become one of the functions 
of the permanent Commonwealth Conference organisation. 
Here the work both of the technical Press and of Com- 
monwealth building research organisations, who already 
have close links, should not be ignored.

HARLOW STATION has been built afresh to cater for the expand- 
ing New Town, whose population will probably reach 80,000 
by 1965. A few years ago, Harlow’s population was about 
three thousand, who were adequately served by the two 
small stations of Harlow and Burnt Mill. But neither was, 
of course, equipped to absorb the ‘bulge’ of New Town 
expansion, as envisaged by the Development Corporation’s 
plans for the area. As Burnt Mill was nearer to the housing 
estates, British Railways chose it as the site for the new 
station. It is separated from the Town Centre—half-a-mile to 
the south—by an area reserved for parks and playing fields. 
The station forecourt will form the nucleus of a small com- 
mercial centre and parking space for 400 cars will be pro- 
vided. Work on the new station began early in 1959 with 
the gradual demolition of the old buildings and the con- 
struction of the new. When work was almost completed, 
the new station was named Harlow Town, and Harlow 
Station, 14 miles along the line, became Harlow Mill. 


The station is approached from a short access road leading 
directly off the town ring road. Passengers enter a main 
concourse, which contains a ticket office, public telephones, 
bookstall, tobacco kiosk and station master’s office. The 
inquiry and parcels office and large parcels yard are on the 
east side, while on the west is storage for 150 bicycles under 
cover. The station is equipped with automatic train departure 
indicators and a public address system. Access from the con- 
course to the two island platforms is by stairways up to an 
overbridge, on which are situated the public and staff ameni- 
ties. In addition to the waiting room on the bridge, there 
are five glass-walled passenger shelters on the platforms. The

station is so planned that parcels and packages are not 
handled in areas used by passengers. The entire parcels 
traffic is conveyed between platforms by the three lifts. 


The overbridge deck is constructed of pre-stressed con 
crete units which rest on reinforced concrete bearings, canti- 
levered from the lift shafts. This allowed the bridge to be 
built with the minimum interference to trains. The con 
course roof is supported by a concealed framework of pre 
stressed concrete beams cantilevered from four pre-stressed 
columns. Staircases are of reinforced concrete on load- bear 
ing brickwork. The parcels office, cycle store, overbridge 
roof and platform canopies and shelters are steel-framed with 
timber beams which were specially designed for speedy erec 
tion. The lift towers are all of reinforced concrete con 
struction. The station roofs are covered with three-layer 
felt on timber boarding. As a special fire precaution the 
whole of the structural timber has been impregnated to 
prevent flame spread. 


Facing bricks are Ryarsh ‘ Heather’ flint lime with dark 
pointing in the horizontal joints, and the roofs have dark 
green painted plywood fascias. Window frames are of steel. 
Internal finishes have been chosen for hard wear and 
minimum maintenance. The public areas have blue quarry 
tile floors, pale blue glass mosaic walls and varnished timber 
ceilings. 

The station buildings are heated throughout by hot-water 
pipes embedded in the floor surfaces and the modern lighting 
has been specially designed to enhance the 
appearance both by day and night.

sik, Before any of your readers send 
applications for the post of City Architect 
in Bristol which I am honoured to hold, 
you should inform them that they would 
be wasting their time! The statement in 
‘Notes of the Week’ in your issue of 
September 3, that I have resigned my 
appointment is without foundation, as I 
have no intention of leaving this, one of 
Britain’s finest and oldest cities. 

It is also incorrect that there have been 
twenty-four resignations from my staff 
during the last two months. Nevertheless, 
it is true that in this department, with a 
strength of over one hundred architects 
ind quantity surveyors, I have twenty- 
three vacancies for which men _ with 
initiative and enthusiasm to deal with an 
interesting and massive building pro 
gramme can apply and are urgently re 
quired. It is also a fact that only six 
of these vacancies have been created 
during the last two months. 

The Architects’ Committee of Bristol 
City Council had this information before 
them recently when, among. other 
matters, reference was made to salaries 
and establishment and, presumably, this 
has given rise to the report in your pub- 
lication.

Canals 


sir,—The interesting article on canals by 
Mr. John Rae in ‘ The Builder’ of Sep- 
tember 9. concludes with a reference to 
‘the renaissance in water transport that 
under way,’ but makes no other 
allusion to the future. 

I hope we shall not be suspected of 
more than normal immodesty if I point 
sut that the renaissance is attributable 
almost entirely to the activities and con- 
stant pressure of this Association, 
founded in May, 1946, with six members 
ind now numbering about three 
thousand, drawn from all walks of life 
and all political parties. 

In making this claim, we have in mind 
two things that are more important. The 
first is that no voluntary organisation can 
possibly succeed on the scale that our 
work has already achieved, unless it truly 
reflects a very wide and deep trend of 
public opinion. Almost all who come in 
contact with the subject at all, rapidly 
become convinced that the case for re- 
habilitating the British inland waterways 
svstem is unanswerable, and for a number 
of quite different reasons. 

The second thing is that we have taken 
the lead in advocating the only solution 
to the problem that is workable: the 
transfer of all the nation’s rivers and 
canals, those which are at present 
nationalised (about two-thirds of the total 
mileage) and those which are not, to a

new and independent National Water 
ways Conservancy, charged with develop- 
ing them in all their functions and poten- 
tial functions equally: for commercial 
carriage (reducing the industrial traffic on 
the roads), for pleasure boating, for water 
supply, for angling, and for the sake of 
the sheer beauty which Mr. Rae describes 
and illustrates so well.

The Personnel Shortage and the Future 


sir,—On the evidence supplied by cur- 
rent statistics of an increase in future 
construction confirmed by the increase in 
the number of appointments open adver- 
tised in your pages, there is good reason 
to suppose that the demands on the 
industry are outrunning the available per- 
sonnel, but this is mere guesswork. To 
get a true aporeciation of the position 
we need to carry out a comprehensive 
survey of a period of years (say the past 
decade), taking account of such factors as 
government policy, the volume and value 
of construction (allowing for changes in 
the value of money) the numbers of pro- 
fessional personnel of all categories and 
grades in practice and in training, the 
industry’s manpower, administrative 
supervisory and operative, the state of 
recruitment to its ranks, the influence on 
the labour force of factory production in 
relation to site work, the possibilities of 
industrial expansion at home and abroad. 
the probable increase in the population 
and the consequent demands on the re 
sources of the industry, and so forth. 

Without such a groundwork any 
attempt to assess the needs of the future 
must be valueless. No doubt most of the 
information needed for such an investi- 
gation is buried away in government 
publications and in the archives of the 
professional and industrial organisations. 
Here, surely. is a first-class opportunity 
for some useful research.

RIBA Town Planning Award 


THE RIBA AWARD for distinction in town 
planning, which is the only award in town 
and country planning bestowed by the 
Royal Institute, is by conferment only 
and is limited to fellows, associates and 
licentiates. Outstanding work in the 
design and layout not only of individual 
buildings, but of groups of buildings, is 
recognised. The award is made for 
actual planning work, and while not 
primarily intended for housing layouts, 
such layouts of groups of buildings are 
not excluded. 

Recommendations are submitted to the 
Council by a Standing Committee set up 
for the purpose. Personal applications by 
candidates are not entertained; the name 
of a candidate must be submitted by 
three or more sponsors, themselves mem- 
bers of the RIBA, who are required to 
submit details of the candidate’s profes- 
sional qualifications and experience and 
evidence of the candidate’s actual plan- 
ning work. Nominations may be made 
twice annually, on March 1 and Novem- 
ber 1, and must be addressed to the 
Secretary, RIBA, 66  Portland-place.

THE DESIGN which Sir Leslie Martin, in 
association with Mr. Colin St. J. Wilson, 
has prepared for the new buildings on the 
Manor-road site for Oxford University is 
now on exhibition in the Sheldonian 
Theatre and is shown in small-scale draw- 
ings and a model. The site will be 
occupied by the new Law Library, the 
English Faculty Library and the Institute 
of Statistics. Each institute is to some 
extent self-contained and the principal 
elements in each, though varying con 
siderably in size, are the reading rooms 
and book stacks, with shared accommoda- 
tion including lecture rooms, common 
rooms and cloakrooms. 

The programme of accommodation 
must have presented the architects with

rooms dominate the lower horizontal 
grouping of the surrounding smaller 
rooms.

Commonwealth Architects’ Conference 


Common Professional Problems Discussed 


AGREEMENT WAS REACHED by the confer- 
ence of representatives of architectural 
societies in the British Commonwealth, 
which met at the Royal Institute of 
British Architects from September 19 to 
23 to consider some of their common 
professional problems. The conference, 
which was exploratory in character, has 
invited architectural societies and insti- 
tutes throughout the Commonwealth to 
consider the establishment of a per- 
manent advisory and consultative con- 
ference to be held every few years. 
One of the principal functions of the 
proposed Commonwealth body would be 
to form a Commonwealth education com- 
mittee to prepare the way for reciprocal 
recognition of architectural qualifica- 
tions. The conference also discussed a 
wide range of other matters including the 
assistance to be given to developing 
countries where there is a shortage of 
architects and of facilities for academic 
teaching. The recommendations of the 
conference will now be referred back for 
further study by the Commonwealth 
societies and institutes. If they accept 
the recommendation to establish per- 
manent consultative and advisory 
machinery a first conference will be held 
in London, probably in September, 1962. 
The conference was attended by 21 re- 


presentatives or members of architectural 
societies in 15 countries. Professor Sir 
William Holford, President of the RIBA, 
was the chairman and Mr. N. L. Hanson 
(Institute of South African Architects) 
was the vice-chairman. The other mem- 
bers of the conference were:

Summary of Points of Agreement 


The following is a summary of the 
points on which the Conference reached 
agreement: 

(1) It was recognised by the Confer- 
ence that its status was at this stage provi- 
sional and exploratory and that its 
recommendations could not commit the 
constituent allied Societies Overseas or 
in the UK. Nevertheless, there was a 
unanimous opinion that it would be 
valuable 

(a) to outline the agenda for a per 
manent conference, if it were eventually 
decided to establish it, 

(b) to record the measure of agree- 
ment reached in this preliminary confer- 
ence on certain issues of principle and 
practice affecting all Commonwealth 
Societies, and to discuss the relationships 
that seemed likely to develop between a 
Commonwealth Conference, the Inter- 
national Union of Architects, the Com- 
monwealth Conference on Education 
(meeting in India in 1962) and a number 
of study groups set up or proposed in 
this general field. 


(2) Organisation and Constitution 

It was agreed: 

(a) That the Commonwealth Societies 
should be invited to consider setting up 
a permanent Commonwealth body which 
should take the form of a conference, 
meeting every few years. 

(b) That such a body should be essen 
tially advisory and consultative although, 
within it, the educational arm as outlined 
in (4) (i) below might have a somewhat 
more formal function. 


(c) That, assuming general agreement, 
a Preparatory Conference should be held 
in London, with the RIBA as the host 
society, in September, 1962; and those 
invited to the current one should be 
invited then also, each society to send 
one representative, with a larger represen- 
tation from the host country. 

(d) That it is desirable and practicable 
to institute a common fund for this pur- 
pose, and that the RIBA should immedi- 
ately take the initiative in formulating 
proposals for consideration by Overseas 
Societies. 

(3) Registration 

It was agreed: 

(a) That reciprocal recognition of 
qualifications for registration is a 
desirable end. 

(b) That where, in countries having 
registration, a single nation-wide 
Registration Act cannot apply, attempts 
should be made to achieve uniformity as 
between the separate Acts administered 
by individual states and provinces; at the 
least, reciprocity in accepting each others’ 
registrants. 

(c) That, since not all Registration Acts 
operate equally satisfactorily, a model set 
of clauses should be drafted for the 
guidance of developing countries seeking 
to establish Registration; these might 
include an acceptable definition of 
‘architect’ possibly based on the IUA’s 
Charter on the rights and duties of an 
architect. 

(d) That an advisory body on registra- 
tion should be established as part of the 
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Commonwealth Conference proposed 
above, which would address itself initially 
to the preparation of this model set of 
clauses. 

(e) That, the ultimate objective being 
complete reciprocity of registration 
throughout the Commonwealth, the only 
desirable criterion should be that of edu 
cational standards; and that while 
statutory bodies might impose further re- 
quirements such as citizenship or mini- 
mum period of residence or of local 
experience, professional bodies are not 
primarily concerned with such condi 
tions. 

(f) That where further conditions are 
imposed, the device of ‘ association’ with 
an architect alrealy registered in the 
country concerned is among the alterna- 
tives to be considered. 

(g) That protection of the title of archi 
tect is an essential step and in the older 
countries generally exists already. 


(4) Education 

In general it was agreed: 

(a) That a Commonwealth Educational 
Committee of suitable form is needed for 
domestic discussion, to influence Govern- 
ments to take action where appropriate, 
and, on a basis of mutual trust, to agree 
upon and maintain those standards of 
examination and education in schools of 
architecture throughout the Common- 
wealth which ought to be recognised by 
all the registering bodies concerned as 
being equally acceptable to all of them; 
and, finally, to influence such registering 
bodies to accept and recognise these 
qualifications. 

(b) That meanwhile, a good deal of 
preparatory work is needed by existing 
Boards of Architectural Education in the 
comparison of qualifications from schools 
of architecture in countries inside and 
outside the Commonwealth. 

(c) That one of the functions of the 
Commonwealth Conference should be to 
study methods of improving the flow of 
technical information between Common- 
wealth countries. 

In the case of developing countries, it 
was agreed: 

(d) That much has to be done to edu- 
cate both government and public to grasp 
what architecture is about and what an 
architect is. 

(e) That in each country much work 
needs to be done on e.g. aptitude studies, 
collecting and interpreting data about the 
structure of the profession, the require- 
ments of practice, the likely volume and 
kind of building work required, etc., and 
studies to this end should be inaugurated. 

(f) That in each country a systematic 
appraisal of manpower needs, government 
sponsored, would shed light on how many 
architects and/or those with kindred 
skills need to be trained. 

(g) That for the most part facilities for 
academic teaching are acutely inadequate 
both in number and quality. 

(h) That a great influx of experienced 
teachers from’ established countries 
should be encouraged.

10. Timber 


I RECENTLY SAW—admittedly in a foreign 
country—a large area of flooring laid in 
+ in. widths of straight grained pine in 
12 ft. lengths without a blemish. I could 
not see a single knot in the whole floor- 
ing, nor an open joint, and it shone with 
polish. I have seen nothing to equal it 
in this country since the war. One could 
easily guess its source. Other floors | 
looked at were full of knots and again 
one could make a shrewd guess at the 
country these came from. 

Before the war it was possible to select 
your own timber and it was no uncom- 
mon thing to take a journey to the docks 
in London and select your parcel from 
the stacks. Markings showing their origin 
were helpful but not by any means suf- 
ficient to satisfy a meticulous customer. 
Many are the times I have selected timber 
with the builder in this way, just as we 
used to select a whole stack of bricks at 
the brickworks rather than rely on 
samples from a builder’s merchant. It 
was not only flooring timber which we 
selected in this way, but carcassing tim 
ber also and panelling in particular. 

Although most of our buildings today 
ire of reinforced concrete construction, 
timber finishes still play an important 


role even in externa] cladding. Many 


tropical timbers have come into use, and 
beautiful and hard as they appear to be, 
they play the most astonishing tricks 
when they find themselves in the unfami

liar surroundings of a building in this 
country.

Information for the Architect 


The Need for More Development and Research 


AT THE BRISTOL BUILDING CENTRE on 
Wednesday, September 28, MR. DARGAN 
BULLIVANT, ARIBA, AILA, gave a lecture 
on ‘Information for the Architect—the 
Next Step.’ Describing the present situa- 
tion, he said: * There is a paradox of too 
much and too little—too much informa- 
tion of inferior quality, badly presented, 
and too little useful literature; the prob- 
lem therefore is to improve the quality 
of what is already available, and to in- 
crease the quantity of good information. 
Productivity depends on the amount of 
knowledge available, and in building a 
wide field must be covered, yet it is a 
very badly documented profession. 

‘ Surveying the present appalling mess,’ 
he continued, ‘it is difficult to feel any 
enthusiasm, but in ten years’ time it is 
likely that great progress will have been 
made in the organisation and dissemina- 
tion of building information. What is 
being done now is merely the ground- 
work. The main reauirement is usable 
information ready for us to use, but in 
many cases the original research worker 
who produces the information has lost 
touch with the needs of the user, and so 
a problem of communication arises.’ 

There were three aspects of informa- 
tion to be examined, said the speaker, 
and the first was its production. It was 
encouraging to see the increasing number 
of development groups engaged in study, 
research and practical building and test- 
ing: in 1947 there was one; to-day there 


were at least nine in existence. The uni- 
versities, too, might offer opportunities 
for the study of architecture and building. 
Within the next ten years there would be 
considerable expansion, to provide for 
almost double the present number of suit- 
able applicants, and it might be possible 
for architectural courses to be transferred 
from the technical colleges to the uni- 
versities. There might also be as many as 
eight or ten new universities, which could 
have a place for architectural depart- 
ments. Post graduate architectural de- 
partments had already been set up at 
Edinburgh by Professor Robert Matthew, 
and at London by Professor Llewelyn 
Davies. 


Standardised Arrangement 


After the production of information, 
continued Mr. Bullivant, the next point 
to be considered was its transmission; 
and in the transmission of information it 
was vitally important that there should 
be standardisation—first, of the paper 
size. It was also desirable that there 
should be standardisation of the arrange- 
ment of subjects; some form of classifica- 
tion. Following its acceptance by the 
International Council for Building, pro- 
posals for a standard classification had 
been adopted by the RIBA and the Build- 
ing Research Station, and an authoritative 
Building Filing Manual was expected to 
be published by the end of the year. 

In considering the transmission of 
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knowledge is prodigious and I find their 
talk quite fascinating. Timber growers, 
like farmers, are delightful people to meet. 
They seem to know by instinct what is 
good and what is bad. There are no text 
books to teach the intimate knowledge of 
timber which comes from long association 
with the forests, with felling and raft- 
ing down the rivers, with sawing and 
stacking. 

With all the beautiful hardwoods we 
are now getting from tropical countries, 
I hope we shall not ignore the simple 
birch and pine trees of the Northern 
climes. Our own forests were ravaged in 
the middle ages for our ships, but when 
English oak can be found, well seasoned 
there is no more beautiful wood any- 
where. 

Timber is an absorbing study and as a 
craftsman’s material there is nothing to 
compare with it for reward of skill. I 
think most architects will agree with me 
that there is no other material which 
goes into a building for which one can 
feel the same affection. Good timber, well 
seasoned and well chosen, has character 
and individuality not to be found in 
manufactured and synthetic materials, 
and one comes to rely on it for 
sympathetic response in the shaping of a 
building. In the same way, bad timber, 
unseasoned and indifferently selected for 
its purpose, can perform such knavish 
tricks as to drive one to fury. Altogether 
a lovable material and I for one would 
never build without it. 


information, Mr. Bullivant said: ‘ There 
should be some rationalisation of the 
channels through which it flows to the 
user. At present there is a multiplicity 
of channels, and many of them are not 
good! Asa result of this, the architect 
finds the fitting together of the mosaic of 
information an almost impossible task. 
Britain is particularly unfortunate in not 
having established an information service 
after the war, when there was the oppor 
tunity and the need for it. Smaller coun- 
tries have such organisations; Finland. 
with only eight hundred architects, has a 
very comprehensive information service, 
yet here no such service exists. 

Turning to the use of information the 
speaker said that standardisation in trans- 
mission would open up the way to more 
efficient office filing systems, and we 
might expect new developments in filing 
equipment within the next few years. 
There was now on the market the BTD 
filing system, and a new prong file had 
recently been imported from Sweden. 
The adoption of a standard classification 
and filing system would mean that infor- 
mation could be kept until it was 
required, and produced without delay. 

Even more important than the form of 
the information, however, was its con- 
tent. What information was required, 
and did the needs of the architects differ 
from those of the builder and the quantity 
surveyor? Had there to be separate 
information services, or one service to 
answer the needs of all three users ? And 
how could information be arranged so 
that unnecessary material, and the dupli- 
cation of effort, could be avoided ? 





Presentation of Information 

Mr. Bullivant provided the answers to 
these questions by showing a number of 
slides which illustrated the designing and 
the presentation information to cover 
the needs of various users, at the same 
time making it possible to select the 
information required by any particular 
group so that it could be distributed 
separately. The example shown on the 
slides was a product catalogue, but the 
same approach could be applied to the 
publication of the results of research. 
Emphasis was laid on the need to design 
publications, and to produce a first-class 
layout, which must be made clear to the 
printer by a special working drawing. In 
the design of the pilot project shown as 
an example, the steps taken were, first, 


to analyse all the information required 
about the product, and then to divide it 
into sections related to the way in which 
it would be used. The information was 
then presented as follows: 
(i) To recognise the product—a data 
sheet. 
(ii) How to 
building 


apply the product to 
working drawings. 

(iii) How to specify the product and 
workmanship required, together with 
comparative costs of alternative specifi- 
cations. 

(iv) How to instruct men on the site 
to handle and fix the product. 

(v) To give ready reference to all 
parts and accessories which may be 
required.

Professor C. Holliday; R. R. Prentice 


Professor Clifford Holliday 


THE DEATH is announced of Professor 
Clifford Holliday, FRIBA, Professor of 
Town and Country Planning in the Uni- 
versity of Manchester since 1952. Pre- 
vious to this he had been, from 1946-1952 
Chief Architect and Planner to Stevenage 
Development Corporation. He was 62. 

Born in 1897 and educated at Bradford 
Grammar School, Holliday studied archi- 
tecture at Liverpool University. He 
graduated BArch with distinction, won 
the Holt Travelling Scholarship and took 
a Diploma in Civic Design. 

With his appointment as civic adviser 
to the City of Jerusalem in 1922 began a 
connection with design and development 
in the Middle East that was to last 12 
years. He set up in private practice as an 
architect and planner in 1927 and then 
served as adviser to the Government of 
Palestine. Between 1939 and 1946 he 
was successively consultant to the Gov- 
ernment of Ceylon and to the Colonial 
Government, Gibraltar, and in 1946 he 
joined the Stevenage Development Cor- 
poration. 

His buildings included St. Andrew's 
Church, Jerusalem, three banks for 
Barclays (D.C. and O.) in Palestine, and 
a number of schools, offices, and indus- 


trial buildings. With the late Sir Patrick 
Abercrombie he planned a new site and 
buildings for the University of Ceylon. 


R. R. Prentice, FRIBA 


THE DEATH TOOK PLACE on September 28 
of Mr. Robert Russell Prentice, FRIBA. 
Born in Fife, Scotland, in 1883, Mr. 
Prentice was educated at Highgate Schoo! 
and served articles with Sir George 
Washington Browne, RSA, in Edinburgh, 
following which he studied for two years 
at the Ecéle des Beaux Arts in Paris. In 
1907 he joined the staff of Messrs. Mewes 
and Davis in London and in 1910 went 
out to Buenos Aires where he spent the 
next four years with M. L. Fauré 
Dujarric, the last three in partnership. 

Prentice returned to this country at the 
outbreak of the 1914-18 war, serving as 
technical officer in the RFC and RAF 
until 1919, when he commenced in prac- 
tice on his own in Buenos Aires, latterly 
taking into partnership A. Spandi. He 
retired in 1952 to Eastbourne. 

His principal buildings in South 
America included the British Embassy, 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, both in 
Rio de Janeiro, office buildings for the 
Sud-America Insurance Company in 
Buenos Aires and Rio de Janeiro; the 
Central Cordoba railway station, BA.

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Man and Machine

IN HIS OPENING address on the DSIR 
conference ‘Ergonomics in Industry,’ 
held from September 27 to 29 at the 
Connaught Rooms in London, THE RT. 
HON. VISCOUNT HAILSHAM, Qc, Lord 
President of the Council and Minister of 
Science, said he was vastly stimulated 
both by the introduction of the subject 
and of himself. He thought that there 
was probably something to be said for 
classical scholars still existing in the 
world of science. ‘It is a fact,’ said Lord 
Hailsham, ‘ that when the scientist is hard 
put to it for a word which is not worn 
smooth and useless by popular usage, he 
almost invariably reverts to the classical 
scholar for his terminology. 

‘It is therefore clear,’ he continued, 
‘that a classical scholar has much to say 
to the scientist, and when one looks at 
the applied scientist inventing words like 
drunkometer and. breathaliser, one 
begins to know why we are still useful. 
Ergonomics, however, is a respectable 
word. It is deri¥ed, of course, from the 
Greek ergon, work, which gives it a 
respectable character to begin with, and 
nomos, law, and the ics is simply a re- 
arrangement of the first initial letters of 
the Council of Industrial and Scientific 
Research.’ 

‘Ergonomics is, in fact, no new 
interest; it dates from the first world war 
when investigations were made into the 
health of munition workers, and it very 
soon be ‘me involved in deeper ques- 
tions. A part, at any rate, of the work 
which you will see and discuss is based 
on experience in the armed forces and in 
the defence services in the second world 
war and thereafter. 

‘The result is the more serious study 
for which we are called together: it is 
based upon the simple proposition that 
when you are dealing with industrial pro- 
duction the machine is not enough 
because a co-efficient in the equation is 
the man. The man is as important as 
the machine, and the scientist has as 
much to tell us about the man as he has 
to tell us about the machine. The man 
and the machine in relation to one 
another form the subject matter of 
ergonomics. The proposition is that it 
is not enough to design a machine which 
will do the job; it is necessary at the 
design stage, and not later, to study the 
man in relation to the machine and to see 
that a design, in which the physical 
characteristics and limitations of both are 
adequately taken care of, emerges. When 
you get to the production stage, it is too 
late to apply principles. 

‘That is very obvious in extreme cases. 
It is very obvious if you put a man into 
space that in the design of the vehicle 
and instruments to be used you must 
have a vehicle and instruments which 
will be capable of being used by a man 
under those very special conditions. It 
is not so obvious, but is nonetheless true, 
that when you are dealing with any other 
thing which a man uses—a dial, a knob. 
a lathe or even an instrument to monitor 
—the limiting factor is often the man and

not the machine which you have devised. 
Right at the design stage it is necessary 
to study the physiology, the psychology 
and the anatomy of man as well as the 
comparable characteristics of the 
engineering product.’ 

The fact was, said Lord Hailsham, that 
ergonomics was in its infancy. It was 
still broadly true that in many factories, 
perhaps most factories, the principal 
ergonomic study which was carried into 
effect was time-and-motion study based 
on formulae which were, perhaps, fifty 
years’ old. These had not always been 
popular; they might have been less 
popular than they deserved. Possibly 
their unpopularity had been due to the 
fact that they were not radical and com- 
prehensive enough. At any rate, some 
of the formulae were no longer contem 
porary, and the time might have come for 
studying the matter in a more deeply 
scientific way. 

This study of ergonomics represented 
an attempt to get scientists and both 
sides of industry together in the study 
of man in relation to his working environ- 
ment. It represented a combined approach 
by designers, engineers, physiologists, 
anatomists and experimental psycho- 
logists to problems such as the design of 
and the display and control of machines, 
and the effects of environmental condi 


A Guildford Shopfront 


Architect and Council in Dispute 


GUILDFORD’s Deputy Town Clerk, MR 
JOHN LESLIE, agreed at a local inquiry on 
September 29, that planning powers 
could make a Guildford optician have a 
shop window in his High-street premises 
when he did not want to, but could not 
compel him to put anything in it. He 
was representing the Council at the hear- 
ing of an appeal by Mr. K. Harwood 
against the refusal by the Council to 
approve a new shop front—designed by 
Mr. N. C. B. Turner, the Guildford archi- 
tect—for his premises at 77 High-street, 
Guildford. In place of a shop window, 
Mr. Turner had designed a 7 ft. textured 
wall with the name of the shop on it. 

Mr. Leslie and Mr. Turner agreed that 
the dispute turned on whether or not the 
substitution of the wall for the window 
would constitute a break in the High- 
street’s shopping front and whether such 
a break was desirable. MR. LESLIE con- 
tended that as Mr. Harwood exercised his 
profession in the High-street, he should 
conform to its shopping standards. MR 
TURNER argued that his design would har 
monise with the High-street and reminded 
the Council that when they opposed the 
new Woolworth’s store they had claimed 
that the old Lion Hotel was a desirable 
break in the shopping front. 

Presenting Mr. Harwood’s case, Mr. 
Turner quoted a speech by the Mayor of 
GuiJdford complaining of the uniformity 
imposed on towns by multiple stores. He 
(Mr. Turner) suggested that this design 
did something about uniformity without 
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tions upon operatives’ performance. 

Those who were responsible for pro- 
duction knew a very great deal about 
these machines and were constantly look- 
ing for ways of improving performance, 
but because one cannot run a factory on 
machines alone the study of ergonomics 
had to come within the sphere as well. 
In practice, in recent years with the new 
machinery of today it was often the 
human operator who was the limiting 
factor, as he found that his complex and 
exacting tasks, the speed of the work or 
the unremitting vigilance required, 
imposed great a strain or led to 
costly error. 

‘It is therefore increasingly necessary,’ 
concluded the speaker, ‘to consider the 
man and the machine together and to 
design a unit to match the limits of both. 
Quite a lot is already known about the 
limitations of each separately. The aid 
of ergonomics is to get the best out of 
both when they are working together.’ 

Finally Lord Hailsham wished the con- 
ference success and hoped that it would 
result in a greater co-operation in ergo- 
nomics between research and industry, in 
particular between the research councils 
and industry, and in industry between 
labour and management. He expressed 
the hope that that co-operation would 
prove just as beneficial as it had done in 
the physical This should, he 
said, lead to enhanced efficiency, higher 
productivity, a reduction in training time, 
greater safety, and better conditions.

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Road Problems 
Alarming Rate of Traffic Growth 


TRAFFIC increased at an average rate of 
7 per cent between 1951 and 1958. Last 
year it went up by 12 per cent and, if 
this trend continues, the national esti- 
mates of future traffic will need drastic 
upward revision. This is the view ex- 
pressed by the Road Research Board in 
their Report for 1959, published on Sep- 
tember 22 (HMSO, price 7s.). 

[he Board welcomes the important re- 
search the Laboratory has carried out in 
its observations of the Ml motorway. 
The results obtained are expected to pro- 
vide a valuable guide in the planning of 
1 national programme; problems recom- 
mended for study include the effect of 
lighting on accident rates and trials of 
anti-dazzle fences. 

‘ There are,’ states the report, ‘ obvious 
difficulties to be faced in urban areas, 
but the contribution possible from motor- 
ways deserves serious study in relation to 
the traffic for which provision has to be 
made now and in the future. Among the 
arrangements made between the labora- 
tory and the Ministry of Transport, plans 
ire in hand for further groups of 
experimental sections on the Great North- 
road. 

In the report of the Director of Road 
Research, Sir William Glanville, CB, CBE, 
FRS, details are given of the research 
carried out at the laboratory during 1959.

Traffic and Safety 

A study of London traffic has revealed 
that the rate of growth in the London 
area is greater at night than during the 
day. From 1953 to 1958 traffic between 
9 a.m. and 5 p.m. rose by 28 per cent, 
but traffic between 1 a.m. and 6 a.m. 
increased by 100 per cent. 

The eighth London traffic survey, cover 
ing about forty miles in Central London, 
made in the autumn of 1958. It 
that the number of commercial 
vehicles is still increasing slowly; that 
the numbers of buses and taxis have main- 
tained their downward trend; and that 
private vehicles have increased more 
rapidly, until in 1958 they represented 
the largest single class of Traffic. The 
iverage journey time, under peak-hour 
conditions, was 7.3 minutes per mile of 
which 3.3 (or 45 per cent) was spent 
waiting or queueing at controlled inter

Analysis of Data 

An analysis of data collected in a sur- 
vey of travel in Greater London, shows 
hat in a normal week 60 per cent of 
road travel was in buses, 22 per cent in 
private cars, 10 per cent by bicycle and 
the remaining eight per cent by coach. 
taxi or motorcycle. Fifty per cent of 
travel on weekdays took place between 
7 and 9 a.m. or between 5 and 7 p.m. 

Parking meters in Mayfair helped to 
increase average traffic speed by 9 per 
cent but in the surrounding West End 
zones it decreased by between 7 and 13 
per cent. Another study, in Glasgow. 
has shown that the introduction of ‘no 
waiting’ signs in the central area, despite 
an increase of 5 per cent in traffic flow, 


has raised the average journey speed by 
12 per cent. The greatest effect was at 
intersections, delays being reduced by 23 
per cent. 


Materials and Construction 


Pavement Design: Investigations into 
design the structure of a road with regard 
both to the sub-soil and the traffic con- 
tinue to occupy an important place in the 
research programme and the solutions of 
many of the problems involved are being 
sought largely through full-scale experi- 
ments on heavily-trafficked roads. 

Soil Moisture: Apparatus has been 
developed for studying the moisture suc 
tion properties of soils using the 
pressure-membrane technique, a _ tech 
nique first developed by agricultural 
scientists. The apparatus covers the 
range of suctions likely to arise in civil 
engineering problems in the UK. 

Stone Temperature: In the manufacture 
of coated materials for bituminous 
surfacings it is essential to control] the 
temperature of the aggregate as it leaves 
the dryer, so that the material can be 
laid satisfactorily. A device has there 
fore been developed which traps a portion 
of free-flowing aggregate for a _ few 
moments so that it collects in a small 
heap round a sensitive thermometer and 
is then released. 

Riding Quality of Concrete Roads: 
Experimental work to improve the riding 
quality of concrete roads has continued. 
Finishing machines, modified so that the 
finishing screed was supported between 
two bogies instead of resting directly on 
the forms or rails as at present, were

Achieving Clean Air 


National Society's Conference 


THE ANNUAL CONFERENCE and exhibition 
of the National Society for Clean Air 
opened on Wednesday last, October 5, 
in Harrogate, with an address by the Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, sIR 
KEITH JOSEPH, MP. Before his address 
the conference—comprising 1,000 dele- 
gates from local authorities, national 
associations, firms, medical men and 
technologists—-was given a civic welcome 
by THE MAYOR OF HARROGATE (Cllr. L. 
Roberts). 

SIR HUGH BEAVER, who was chairman 
of the Government’s Committee on Air 
Pollution set up in 1952, then gave a 
presidential address. Progress, said Sir 
Hugh, had not been as rapid as they had 
hoped, but it was being made. He praised 
industry for the efforts it was making, 
often at considerable expense, to reduce 
air pollution. Thus all the new power 
stations were virtually smokeless. with 
very high performance grit arrestment 
plants and high chimneys—up to 600 feet. 
The iron and steel industry had embarked 
on a very costly campaign to deal with 
emissions from ore driers, sinter plants, 
blast furnaces and the new techniques 
of steel production. The coking industry 
had a working party with the Alkali 
Inspectorate to investigate the problem 
of ‘ green gas’ from the charging of coke 
ovens. The bottle-oven kiln of the Pot- 
teries was rapidly giving way to smoke- 
less techniques. 

‘During the past few years,’ said Sir 
Hugh, ‘ industry has done much and had 
already spent or allocated several millions 
of pounds to clean air measures.’ 


On the domestic smoke problem, Sir 
Hugh said that there might well in due 
course be developed domestic heating 
appliances which could safely use many 
of our raw coals without nuisance and 
without skilled, or at least without skil- 
ful, and continuous attention. But these 
had not yet been developed. ‘So if we 
believe in clean air, if we believe that too 
long have we subjected ourselves and our 
children and our aged to the unques- 
tioned and lethal dangers of foul air, we 
must accept that there must in due course 
be some control over all domestic firing 
appliances wherever people are thickly 
congregated; or over the fuel used—or 
both,’ he said. ‘In industry it is as we 
know perfectly possible to use in nearly 
all boilers and furnaces the poorest of 
coals so as reasonably to fall within the 
Act. This is not so and probably never 
can be the case with the domestic hearth.’ 


Research Progress 


In a paper on October 6, MESSRS. w. D. 
JARVIS and D. S. WILSON, of the Central 
Electricity Generating Board, described 
the surveys conducted by the Board to 
find out the effect of smoke, dust and 
gases from power stations on the general 
level of pollution round the stations. 

The authors described work carried out 
on the results of the pollution measure- 


ments which were published by the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. This work showed that the 
national level of dust concentration had 
fallen considerably since 1950, but the 
concentration of sulphur dioxide gases 
had risen since 1952. The effect of 
power stations on the level of these gases 
was shown to be small even when com- 
pared with the level of pollution in 
country areas. 

A group of four scientists (including 
two women) from the Warren Spring 
Laboratory of the Department of Scienti- 
fic and Industrial Research, also came to 
the conclusion that smoke, dust and gases 
from high chimneys, as at the newer 
power stations, made little contribution 
to pollution near the ground, which for 
smoke came mainly from domestic 


Research in Ceramics 


Greater Effort Needed 


THAT THE CERAMIC INDUSTRY, which em- 
ployed some 150,000 people and had an 
annual turnover in excess of £200m., was 
not devoting sufficient money and effort 
to secure for the future, was condemned 
as unrealistic and not conducive to 
healthy growth by MR. R. SPENCER COPE- 
LAND, retiring president of the British 
Ceramic Society, on September 26. Mr. 
Spencer Copeland was speaking at the 
North Staffordshire College of Techno- 
logy, at Stoke-on-Trent. 

Deploring the lack of graduate scien- 
tists employed on ceramic research, the 
secretiveness of individual firms, their 
parochial outlook, and the absence of co- 
operation between various sections of the 
industry, the speaker said: ‘I know of 
large electrical firms which have had to 
set up their own ceramic departments 
because the ceramic industry itself has 
not been willing to carry out the neces- 
sary research and provide the required 
materials.’ 

Very few firms, he said, had taken ad- 
vantage of the advances made in ready 
purified raw materials, without which 
automated production was impossible. 
What was being done to combat the rapid 
technical growth of the Russians, who 
could pool all their resources to solve 
one problem? ‘Britain does not lack 
the brains, but I believe that much use- 
ful knowledge is being unnecessarily hid- 
den.’ 

Until recently, continued Mr. Spencer 
Copeland, there had been no contact 
with the industry’s counterparts in 
Europe, who were well organised, but 
he welcomed the growing degree of co- 
operation with them, especially in the 
field of fundamental research. In con- 
clusion the speaker suggested that the 
industry should take a leaf out of the 
medical profession’s book, where every 
new development was openly published in 
the professional journals. 
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chimneys; or from industrial and domes- 
tic chimneys for sulphur gases. 

Another contribution from the Warren 
Spring Laboratory, by MR. F. P. WILLIAMS, 
showed that, ‘as far as smoke is con- 
cerned, the observed pollution is not con- 
nected in any way with the size of the 
town, and that nowadays, almost all the 
smoke comes from domestic fires.’ Mr. 
Williams concluded that smoke pollution 
was a much more local matter than was 
previously thought, depending on the 
density of population, and its coal con- 
sumption. The inhabitants of 2 small 
town might well be exposed to smoke 
concentration as high as, or higher than, 
those found in large towns. 

MR. G. H. FUIDGE, of the South Eastern 
Gas Board, described new developments 
in domestic gas heating, including new 
gas fires with enclosed burner chambers, 
giving very high efficiencies. These would 
make gas heating as cheap or cheaper 
than heating by coal in an old-fashioned 
grate. 


Coast Protection Costs 
Shared Financial Responsibility 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, said on Sep- 
tember 26 that if the whole financial 
burden were shouldered by the Govern- 
ment, decisions on coastal defence plans 
would inevitably be taken out of the 
hands of local people. The Minister was 
speaking at Clacton-on-Sea at a ceremony 
marking the completion by Clacton 
Urban District Council of its coast pro- 
tection works. He continued: 

‘I think that the people who live in 
the area ought to have an effective say 
in the planning of the sea defences which 
affect them so vitally. I am quite certain 
that holiday resorts, which so often take 
the opportunity to embody promenade 
schemes and planting schemes and other 
attractions for visitors in the construc- 
tion of the sea defences, would not care 
much for the purely utilitarian form that 
coast defences would take if the Govern- 
ment shouldered the whole financial 
responsibility, and planned the works 
purely and simply to keep the sea out.’ 


Various Interest Involved 


Earlier Mr. Brooke remarked that it 
was sometimes suggested in Parliament 
that coast protection should become 
entirely a national responsibility. How- 
ever, a Royal Commission in 1911, and 
a committee under the chairmanship of 
Lord Waverley after the 1953 floods, 
both decided in favour of the view that 
coast protection was a matter in which 
individual and local and national interests 
were all concerned, and therefore that 
the cost should be so distributed. 

‘It is just over ten years since the 
Coast Protection Act came into opera- 
tion,” concluded the Minister; ‘in that 
time some 300 coast protection schemes 
in England and Wales have been put 
through, at a total cost of £15m. 
Exchequer grants towards that cost so 
far has totalled about £7m.’

National Joint Apprenticeship Board 


Decline in Recruitment and Indenturing 


ACCORDING TO THE REPORT of the National 
Joint Apprenticeship Board dated June, 
1960, just issued*, there has been a 
steady decline in the recruitment and 
indenturing of apprentices over the past 
four years. Complete figures of recruit- 
ment prior to 1953, it is stated, are not 
available, but it may reliably be estimated 
that from 1945 to the end of 1959, more 
than 160,000 boys have been indentured 
and trained under the National Scheme. 
From March, 1953, until December 31, 
1959, 64,359 youths (including appren- 
tices formerly registered by the Building 
Apprenticeship and Training Council 
(now superseded) and transferred) were 
admitted to the National Register of 
Apprentices. At December 31, 1959, 
there were 32,477 indentured apprentices 
under training. 

Although this number falls short of the 
estimate (made in 1953) of the total num- 
ber of apprentices that could be expected 
to be on the register by 1959-60, there 
have been a number of factors, outside 
the industry’s control, which undoubtedly 
have had the effect during the last year 
or two of slowing down the rate of 
recruitment to some extent. The annual 
recruitment of apprentices for the years 
1953-59 has been: 

1953 9,516 (nine months only) 

1954 11,010 

1955 11,067 

1956 9,830 

1957 8,140 

1958 7,552

‘Downward Trend Arrested’ 


Although the downward trend of new 
apprenticeships and registrations has to 
some extent been arrested, states the 
report, the current rate of recruitment is 
still far from satisfactory. At December 
31, 1958, there were 35,841 apprentices 
on the register as under training; at 
December 31, 1959, the figure had fallen 
to 32,477. This fall is accounted for by 
the fact that whereas for the twelve 
months ended December 31, 1959, only 
7,244 registrations were approved, 9,819 
apprenticeships were completed and there 
were 789 cancellations. One or two 
regions have shown a small increase in 
new apprenticeships during the twelve 
months ended December 31, 1959. as 
compared with 1958, but generally there 
has been no improvement overall in the 
rate of recruitment and indenturing. 

From the information that has been 
forthcoming from the various regions it 
would seem that despite a generally more 
favourable trade prospect, the industry 
has been slow to recover from the uncer- 
tainties induced by the economic crisis 
of 1957 and 1958, and by the curtailment 
of building activity that followed. It is 
hoped, however, that with an improve- 
ment in trading prospects for the industry 
it will be possible to secure a correspond- 
ing expansion of apprenticeship recruit- 
ment. 


In its review of the apprenticeship 


Situation the Board also takes into 
account the results, made available by 
the Ministry of Works, of the Ministry’s 
periodic inquiries into the number of 
boys in training whether indentured or 
not. These figures show that while there 
has been some improvement in the pro- 
portion of boys in training who are 
indentured apprentices this proportion is 
still scarcely more than 50 per cent. The 
Ministry’s figures show, too, that of all 
the firms in the industry 40 per cent only 
are training boys at all, while the propor 
tion of firms training indentured appren- 
tices is as low as 18 per cent. 

The Ministry has helped the Board 
considerably by analysing the results of 
its inquiries and it has been particularly 
helpful to have the figures of boys in 
training analysed according to the size of 
the firm. This analysis shows that while 
the ratio of boys in training to craftsmen 
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is best with the smaller firms it is the 
larger firms which have the better ratio 
of indentured apprentices. 


It is evident from the Board’s own 
statistics and from the figures made avail- 
able by the Ministry that whilst there is 
no substantial shortfall in the number of 
boys entering the industry to train as 
craftsmen, greater efforts are needed to 
ensure that the National Apprenticeship 
Scheme is fully implemented and that all 
lads under training are indentured under 
an approved written deed and registered 
with the Board. 


To this end Youth Employment Officers 
can render valuable assistance to the 
Joint Apprenticeship Committees by 
endeavouring when assisting lads to find 
employment to place them with employers 
who are willing to indenture them. The 
report includes particulars of scholarships 
available, City and Guilds craft courses 


and full-time pre-apprenticeship courses.

Tabulating Criticism in the Industry 
LMBA President Proposes ‘Private Session’ 


THE IDEA that architects and builders 
might get around a table in private and 
tabulate the criticisms which each side 
too often made of the other in public, 
was advanced by MR. ERNEST COOK, BSC, 
FIOB, President of the London Master 
Builders’ Association, speaking at the 
annual ladies’ night of the North-Eastern 
area of the LMBA, held in the Dorchester 
Hotel, W, on Monday night. 

Mr. Cook was responding to the toast 
of ‘The London Master Builders and 
Guests,’ felicitously proposed by the 
Chairman of the area, MR. F. N. CARMODY, 
FioB. He continued: 

‘Building as an industry is not very 
different in its several parts; all have as 
an aim to make a living and to make a 
profit. I hope no one will think there is 
anything wrong about that. All sides 
co-operate in various ways to serve the 
industry. 


Changes in the Industry 


‘ But the industry is changing,’ said Mr. 
Cook, ‘steadily and _ inexorably. In 
architecture, for instance, things that 
would have been rated acceptable by 
people even a few years ago are not con- 
sidered acceptable today. And in build- 
ing the tower crane and the batch-mixer 
are altering the design of building.’ Nor 
were the changes confined to inanimate 
they were extended to people who 
together made up the industry. Those 
people worked often under stress, and 
this showed itself in the criticism that 
one side so often indulged in at the 
expense of another. 

‘I believe it would be a good thing’ 
declared the speaker, ‘if the critics 
among the architects and builders looked 
at each other for a change through the 
wrong end of the _ telescope, and 
diminished rather than magnified the 
defects they see. Perhaps the time has 


things 


come when the and trade 
might get together round a table and 
tabulate the criticisms each has of the 
other with the idea of refashioning the 
industry into one better equipped to serve 
the public. If there is anything in this 
the LMBA would be glad to take 
part, but’ said Mr. Cook, ‘in the end 
it will come down to the contribution 
which each individual member personally 
will make.’ 

The President concluded by 
tribute to Mr. Percy Bates for 
in arranging the evening. ‘I look for- 
ward to the day in 1962” he said, ‘ when 
you in this Area will have the pleasure of 
entertaining him at this function as 
LMBA President.’

Building in Australia 


rHE LATEST housing statistics show an 
accelerating rate of increase in building 
activity which has been maintained over 
the last few years.
